Detainee Castro-Garrido, Yulio |(b)(6) ; (b)(7)(c> | passed away at 2017 on 30 Jan 2018. The detainee 
had been transferred from Phoebe Putney Hospital in Albany, GA to the Mayo Clinic in 
Jacksonville, FL on 17 Jan 2018 with a diagnosis of pneumonia and pneumonitis secondary to 
MRSA infection. 


The attending physician reported the patient's condition deteriorated today (30 Jan 2018) with 
septic shock, hypotension and bradycardia that was unresponsive to treatment efforts. The detain 
went into respiratory arrest and subsequently cardiac arrest shortly after 2000 tonight (30 Jan 
2018). Emergency resuscitation efforts were immediately initiated but after approximately 15 
minutes the physician pronounced the detainee deceased (2017). 


The hospital has been notified not to release the body at this time. The hospital was informed that 
ICE would be in contact with the hospital to discuss disposition of the body and to request an 
autopsy.

ISSUE; 


On January 30, 2018, U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), Enforcement and Removal 
Operations (ERO) Atlanta reported the death of ICE detainee Yulio CASTRO-Garrido, a 33 year-old 
citizen of Cuba, at the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, FL. The medical staff pronounced CASTRO dead at 
2017 hours EST on January 30, 2018, with the preliminary cause of death of cardiac arrest. 

Consistent with ICE policy, ERO Atlanta notified the Department of Homeland Security, Office of 
Inspector General and ICE Office of Professional Responsibility via the Joint Intake Center. ERO’s 
Removal and International Operations has notified the Consulate of Cuba in Washington, DC of 
CASTRO's death. ERO Atlanta has notified CASTRO’s next of kin. 


All media inquiries will be referred to the ICE Office of Public Affairs. 


BACKGROUND : 

On October 27, 2013, CASTRO applied for admission to U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP) at the 
Gateway to the Americas Bridge port of entry in Laredo, TX. CBP paroled him into the United States until 
October 26, 2015* 

On November 3, 2014, CASTRO submitted an Application to Register Permanent Residence or Adjust 
Status, Form 1-485, to U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On July 24, 2015, USCIS approved CASTRO’s Form 1-485 application adjusting his status to that of a 
Lawful Permanent Resident. 

On December 8, 2016, the U.S. District Court Southern District of Texas in Laredo, TX convicted 
CASTRO of Conspiracy to Transport and Move an Undocumented Alien Within the United Slates by 
Means of Transportation, and sentenced him to 12 months and one day confinement and 3 years of 
supervised probation. 

On October 18,2017, ERO Atlanta encountered CASTRO at the D, Ray James (DRJ) Federal Correctional 
Institute in Eolkston, GA, and served him with a Notice to Appear (NTA), Form 1-862, as he appeared 
amenable to removal from the U.S. pursuant to Section 237(a)(2)(A)(iii) of the Immigration and 
Nationality Act. 

On November 24, 2017, DRJ released CASTRO to ERO Atlanta's custody and he was transferred to the 
Stewart Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, GA. 
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On November 28, 2017, the Office of Chief Counsel reviewed CASTRO’s NTA and determined it to be 
legally sufficient* 

On January 4, 2018, the immigration judge ordered CASTRO removed to Cuba. CASTRO waived his 
right to appeal* 

On January 7, 2018, at approximately 2320 hours EST, Core Civic officers transported CASTRO to the 
Southwest Regional Medical Center (SWRMC) in Cuthbert, GA, for evaluation and treatment for 
pneumonia. 

On January 8, 2018, at approximately 0030 hours EST, SWRMC admitted CASTRO. 

On January 9, 2018, II ISC at the SDC informed ERO Atlanta that CASTRO was resisting all medical 
treatment causing his medical conditions for pneumonia to increase in severity. II ISC staff coordinated 
with Core Civic and transferred CASTRO to the Phoebe Putney Memorial Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, 

GA. PPMH medical staff placed CASTRO on a ventilator, stabilizing his deteriorating medical condition. 

On January 12, 2018, IHSC advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO ? s medical condition had worsened. ERO 
Atlanta contacted CASTRO’s spouse, mother and brother, and advised them of his declining health 
condition. ERO Atlanta facilitated the family's visit to CASTRO at PPMH at 1100 hours EST on January 
13, 2018. 

On January 17, 2018, PPMH transported CASTRO by a medically equipped helicopter to the Mayo Clinic 
in Jacksonvi lle, FL as CASTRO required a higher level of care than could be provided by PPMH* 

On January 20, 2018, GEO security staff advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO 1 s family members refused to 
sign a Do Not Resuscitate order* 

On January 20, 2018 and January 22, 2018, CASTRO’S family visited him at the Mayo Clinic in 
Jacksonville, FL* 

On January 22, 2018, IHSC reported that CASTRO was in critical condition and in a coma. 

On January 30, 2018, Ihe Mayo Clinic reported that CASTRO S s condition deteriorated documenting he 
suffered from septic shock, hypotension and bradycardia, and that he was unresponsive to treatment 
efforts. CASTRO went into respiratory arrest and subsequently cardiac arrest shortly after 2000 hours.

As of July 1, 2017 (the beginning of the 4 th quarter of FY17), 
ICE’s Average Daily Population (ADP) was 38,613. As of July 
2017, ICE used 201 authorized adult detention facilities (not 
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including family facilities) to house 93% of the Fiscal Year 2017 
(FY17) ADP, including: 

Five government-owned Service Processing 
Centers (SPC), housing 9% of the FY17 ADP. SPCs are 
staffed by a combination of federal and contract 
staff. (FY17 ADP 3,336 detainees) 

Eight Contract Detention Facilities (CDF), 
housing 18% of FY17 ADP. CDFs are facilities owned 
by a private company and contracted directly with the 
federal government. (FY17 ADP 6,897 detainees) 

12 dedicated Intergovernmental Service 
Agreements (IGSA) facilities, housing 26% of FY17 
ADP. Dedicated IGSA facilities enable ICE to contract 
with a local government entity for exclusive use of the 
facility, and the local governmental entity contracts for 
facility staffing/operations. (FY17 ADP 10,131 
detainees) 

82 non-dedicated IGSAs, housing 21 % of FY17 
ADP. At non-dedicated IGSAs ICE will contract for 
partial use of the facility. (FY17 ADP 8,043 detainees) 

94 facilities with a USMS Intergovernmental 
Agreement (IGA), housing 20% of FY17 ADP. At 
USMS IGA facilities, ICE obtains bed space through an 
existing agreement that each facility maintains with the 
USMS.

Most of the non-dedicated IGSAs and IGAs are 
county jails; however, 47% of these facilities will have 
an ADP of less than 10 detainees. 

The remaining 7% of FY17 ADP are housed in 
Family, BOP, hospitals, and infrequently used facilities 
with low populations.

In considering the DOJ directive regarding private 
prisons in relation to ICE’s use of privatized immigration 
detention, we believe it is important to understand how 
the BOP system compares to the ICE detention system. 

ICE uses these various kinds of facilities to meet 
the agency’s detention needs while achieving the highest 
possible cost savings for the taxpayer. Current bed day 
rate is approximately $129. 

The programming and conditions at ICE SPCs, 
CDFs and dedicated IGSAs in large part exceed the 
conditions at many of the non-dedicated IGSAs and/or 
county jails that hold detainees. These facilities are 
operated to house only immigration detainees and are 
subject to the 2011 Performance Based National 
Detention Standards. 
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ICE currently has either permanent or roving staff 
at 50 CDFs, dedicated IGSAs and non-dedicated IGSAs, 
housing 66 percent of the FY 2017 total ADP. The ICE 
staff monitors conditions of confinement on a daily basis 
and ensures these facilities are meeting the ICE detention 
standards and other contractual requirements. 

ICE currently has either permanent or roving staff 
at 55 CDFs, SPCs, dedicated IGSAs and non-dedicated 
IGSAs, housing 75 percent of the FY 2017 total ADP. 
The ICE staff monitors conditions of confinement on a 
daily basis and ensures these facilities are meeting the 
ICF, detention standards and other contractual 
requirements.

An immigration judge with the Executive Office for Immigration Review ordered 
Castro to be removed to Cuba Jan. 4; Mr. Castro waived his right to appeal. 

Mr. Castro is the second detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2018. 

INTERNAL INFORMATION (NOT FOR RELEASE): 

On January 7, 2018, ERO Atlanta notified ERO I IQ Domestic Operations that Yulio CASTRO- 
Garrido, |(B)(6);(b)(7)(C) [ a 33 year-old citizen and national of Cuba, would be admitted to the 

Southwest Georgia Regional Hospital in Cuthbert, GA for pneumonia and Flu-A treatment. On 
January 17, 2018, CASTRO was transferred to Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, EL via air 
ambulance as the ICE I lealth Service Corps (IHSC) reported that CASTRO’s condition 
continued to deteriorate. 

BACKGROUND: 

On October 27, 2013, CASTRO applied for admission to U.S. Customs and Border Protection

On January 12, 2018, IHSC advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO’s medical condition had 
worsened. ERO Atlanta contacted CASTRO’s spouse, mother, and brother and advised them of 
his declining health condition. ERO Atlanta facilitated the family’s visit to CASTRO at PPMH 
at 1100 hours EST on January 13, 2018. 

On January 17, 2018, PPMH transported CASTRO by a medically equipped helicopter to the 
Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, FT as CASTRO requires a higher level of care than could be 
provided by PPMH. 

On January 20, 2018, GEO security staff advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO’s family members 
refused to sign a Do Not Resuscitate Order.

ATLANTA - A Cuban national in the custody of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
died Tuesday night at the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Yulio Castro-Garrido, 33, was transported Jan. 7 to Southwest Regional Medical Center (SWRMC) 
in Cuthbert, Ga. after ICE Health Service Corps (ISIIC) medical personnel at the Stewart Detention 
Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Ga. diagnosed him with pneumonia. 

After diagnosis, Mr. Castro initially resisted medical treatment which caused his condition to 
worsen. On Jan. 9, 1HSC staff coordinated the transfer of Castro to the Phoebe Putney Memorial 
Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, Ga. where he was placed on a ventilator to stabilize him. 

On Jan. 17, PPMH transported to the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville for additional treatment. Mr. 

Castro slipped into a coma Jan. 22 and never regained consciousness. 

Consistent with agency protocols, next of kin and appropriate state health and local law enforcement 
agencies have been notified about the death, as have the Department of Homeland Security’s Office 
of Inspector General and the ICE Office of Professional Responsibility. Additionally, ICE will also 
notify the Cuban Embassy in Washington, DC.

Florida-area ICE detainee passes away 


ATLANTA - A Cuban national in the custody of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
died Tuesday night at the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Yulio Castro-Garrido, 33, was transported Jan. 7 to Southwest Regional Medical Center (SWRMC) 
in Cuthbert, Ga. after ICE Health Service Corps (ISHC) medical personnel at the Stewart Detention 
Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Ga. diagnosed him with pneumonia. 

After diagnosis, Mr. Castro initially resisted medical treatment which caused his condition to 
worsen. On Jan. 9, 1HSC staff coordinated the transfer of Castro to the Phoebe Putney Memorial 
Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, Ga. where he was placed on a ventilator to stabilize him. 

On Jan. 17, PPMH transported to the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville for additional treatment. Mr. 

Castro slipped into a coma Jan. 22 and never regained consciousness. 

Consistent with agency protocols, next of kin and appropriate state health and local law enforcement 
agencies have been notified about the death, as have the Department of Homeland Security’s Office 
of Inspector General and the ICE Office of Professional Responsibility. Additionally, ICE will also 
notify the Cuban Embassy in Washington, DC. 

ICE is firmly committed to the health and welfare of all those in its custody and is undertaking a 
comprehensive review of this incident, as it does in all such cases. Fatalities in ICE custody, 
statistically, are exceedingly rare and occur at a fraction of the rate of the U.S. detained population as 
a whole. This agency’s comprehensive review will be conducted by ICE senior leadership to include 
Enforcement and Removal Operations, the Office of Professional Responsibility and the Office of 
the Principal Legal Advisor. 

Mr. Castro entered ICE custody on Nov. 24, following his transfer from the D. Ray James Federal 
Correctional Institute in Folkston, Ga. Castro was convicted Dec 8, 2016 of conspiracy to transport 
and move an undocumented alien within the United States by means of transportation and sentenced 
to a year and one day of confinement and three years of supervised probation. An immigration judge 
with the Executive Office for Immigration Review ordered Castro to be removed to Cuba Jan. 4; Mr. 
Castro waived his right to appeal. 

Mr. Castro is the second detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2018.

The 
detainee had been transferred from Phoebe Putney i lospital in Albany, GA to the Mayo 
Clinic in Jacksonville, FT on 17 Jan 2018 with a diagnosis of pneumonia and 
pneumonitis secondary to MRSA infection. 

The attending physician reported the patient's condition deteriorated today (30 Jan 2018) 
with septic shock, hypotension and bradycardia that was unresponsive to treatment 
efforts. The detain went into respiratory arrest and subsequently cardiac arrest shortly 
after 2000 tonight (30 Jan 2018). Emergency resuscitation efforts were immediately 
initiated but after approximately 15 minutes the physician pronounced the detainee 
deceased (2017). 


The hospital has been notified not to release the body at this time. The hospital was 
informed that ICE would be in contact with the hospital to discuss disposition of the body 
and to request an autopsy.

As of July 1, 2017 (the beginning of the 4 th quarter of FY17), 
ICE’s Average Daily Population (ADP) was 38,613. As of July 
2017, ICE used 201 authorized adult detention facilities (not 
including family facilities) to house 93% of the Fiscal Year 2017 
(FY17) ADP, including: 

Five government-owned Service Processing 
Centers (SPC), housing 9% of the FY17 ADP. SPCs are 
staffed by a combination of federa 1 and contract 
staff. (FY17 ADP 3,336 detainees) 
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Eight Contract Detention Facilities (CDF), 
housing 18% of FY17 ADP. CDFs are facilities owned 
by a private company and contracted directly with the 
federal government. (FY17 ADP 6,897 detainees) 

12 dedicated Intergovernmental Service 
Agreements (IGSA) facilities, housing 26% of FY17 
ADP. Dedicated IGSA facilities enable ICE to contract 
with a local government entity for exclusive use of the 
facility, and the local governmental entity contracts for 
facility staffing/operations. (FY17 ADP 10,131 
detainees) 

82 non-dedicated IGSAs, housing 21% of FY17 
ADP. At non-dedicated IGSAs ICE will contract for 
partial use of the facility. (FY17 ADP 8,043 detainees) 

94 facilities with a USMS Intergovernmental 
Agreement (IGA), housing 20% of FY17 ADP. At 
USMS IGA facilities, ICE obtains bed space through an 
existing agreement that each facility maintains with the 
USMS. (FY 17 ADP 7,608 detainees) 

Most of the non-dedicated IGSAs and IGAs are 
county jails; however, 47% of these facilities will have 
an ADP of less than 10 detainees. 

The remaining 7% of FY17 ADP are housed in 
Family, BOP, hospitals, and infrequently used facilities 
with low populations. (FY17 ADP 2,597 detainees) 

In considering the DOJ directive regarding private 
prisons in relation to ICE’s use of privatized immigration 
detention, we believe it is important to understand how 
the BOP system compares to the ICE detention system. 

ICE uses these various kinds of facilities to meet 
the agency’s detention needs while achieving the highest 
possible cost savings for the taxpayer. Current bed day 
rate is approximately $129. 

The programming and conditions at ICE SPCs, 
CDFs and dedicated IGSAs in large part exceed the 
conditions at many of the non-dedicated IGSAs and/or 
county jails that hold detainees. These facilities are 
operated to house only immigration detainees and are 
subject to the 2011 Performance Based National 
Detention Standards. 

ICE currently has either permanent or roving staff 
at 50 CDFs, dedicated IGSAs and non-dedicated IGSAs, 
housing 66 percent of the FY 2017 total ADP. The ICE 
staff monitors conditions of confinement on a daily basis 
and ensures these facilities are meeting the ICE detention 
standards and other contractual requirements. 
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ICE currently has either permanent or roving staff 
at 55 CDFs, SPCs, dedicated IGSAs and non-dedicated 
IGSAs, housing 75 percent of the FY 2017 total ADP. 
The ICE staff monitors conditions of confinement on a 
daily basis and ensures these facilities are meeting the 
ICE detention standards and other contractual 
requirements.

STATEMENT: 

ATLANTA - A Cuban national in the custody of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
(ICE) died Tuesday night at the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Yulio Castro-Garrido, 33, was transported Jan. 7 to Southwest Regional Medical Center 
(SWRMC) in Cuthbert, Ga. after ICE Health Service Corps (ISHC) medical personnel at the 
Stewart Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Ga. diagnosed him with pneumonia. 

After diagnosis, Mr. Castro initially resisted medical treatment which caused his condition to 
worsen. On Jan. 9, 1HSC staff coordinated the transfer of Castro to the Phoebe Putney Memorial 
Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, Ga. where he was placed on a ventilator to stabilize him. 

On Jan. 17, PPMH transported to the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville for additional treatment. Mr. 
Castro slipped into a coma Jan. 22 and never regained consciousness. 

Consistent with agency protocols, next of kin and appropriate state health and local law 
enforcement agencies have been notified about the death, as have the Department of Homeland 
Security’s Office of Inspector General and the ICE Office of Professional Responsibility. 
Additionally, ICE will also notify the Cuban Embassy in Washington, DC. 

ICE is firmly committed to the health and welfare of all those in its custody and is undertaking a 
comprehensive review of this incident, as it does in all such cases. Fatalities in ICE custody, 
statistically, are exceedingly rare and occur at a fraction of the rate of the U.S. detained 
population as a whole. This agency’s comprehensive review will be conducted by ICE senior 
leadership to include Enforcement and Removal Operations, the Office of Professional 
Responsibility and the Office of the Principal Legal Advisor. 

Mr. Castro entered ICE custody on Nov. 24, following his transfer from the D. Ray James 
Federal Correctional Institute in Folkston, Ga. Castro was convicted Dec 8, 2016 of conspiracy 
to transport and move an undocumented alien within the United States by means of 
transportation and sentenced to a year and one day of confinement and three years of supervised 
probation. An immigration judge with the Executive Office for Immigration Review ordered 
Castro to be removed to Cuba Jan. 4; Mr. Castro waived his right to appeal. 

Mr. Castro is the second detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2018. 
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INTERNAL INFORMATION (NOT FOR RELEASE): 

On January 7, 2018, ERO Atlanta notified ERO HQ Domestic Operations that Yulio CASTRO- 
Garrido, |(b)(6);(b)(7)(C) | a 33 year-old citizen and national of Cuba, would be admitted to the 

Southwest Georgia Regional Hospital in Cuthbert, GA for pneumonia and Flu-A treatment. On 
January 17, 2018, CASTRO was transferred to Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, FL via air 
ambulance as the ICE Health Service Corps (IHSC) reported that CASTRO’s condition 
continued to deteriorate. 

BACKGROUND: 

On October 27, 2013, CASTRO applied for admission to U.S. Customs and Border Protection 
(CBP) at the Gateway to the Americas Bridge port of entry in Laredo, TX. CASTRO stated that 
he had a fear of returning to his home country of Cuba. CBP paroled CASTRO into the United 
States until October 26, 2015. 

On November 3, 2014, CASTRO submitted an Application to Register Permanent Residence or 
Adjust Status, Form 1-485, to U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS). 

On July 24, 2015, USCIS approved CASTRO’s Form 1-485 application adjusting his status to a 
Lawful Permanent Resident. 

On December 8, 2016, the U.S. District Court Southern District of Texas in Laredo, TX 
convicted CASTRO of conspiracy to transport and move an undocumented alien within the 
United States by means of transportation and sentenced him to 12 months and one day 
confinement and 3 years of supervised probation. 

On October 18, 2017, ERO Atlanta encountered CASTRO at the D. Ray James (DRJ) Federal 
Correctional Institute in Folkston, GA. ERO Atlanta determined CASTRO to be a Lawful 
Permanent Resident with an aggravated felony conviction and served him with a Notice to 
Appear, Form 1-862, pursuant to Section 237(a)(2)(A)(iii) of the Immigration and Nationality 
Act. 

On November 24, 2017, DRJ released CASTRO to ERO Atlanta’s custody and he was 
transferred to the Stewart Detention Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, GA. 

On November 28, 2017, the Office of Chief Counsel reviewed CASTRO’s Form 1-862 and 
determined it to be legally sufficient. 

On January 4, 2018, the immigration judge ordered CASTRO removed to Cuba. CASTRO 
waived his right to appeal. 

On January 7, 2018, at approximately 2321 hours EST, Core Civic officers transported CASTRO 
to the Southwest Regional Medical Center (SWRMC) in Cuthbert, GA for evaluation and 
treatment for pneumonia. 

On January 8, 2018, at approximately 0030 hours EST, SWRMC admitted CASTRO. 
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On January 9, 2018, II ISC at the SDC informed FRO Atlanta that CASTRO was resisting all 
medical treatment causing his medical conditions for pneumonia to increase in severity. IHSC 
staff coordinated with Core Civic and transferred CASTRO to the Phoebe Putney Memorial 
Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, GA. PPMII medical staff placed CASTRO on a ventilator, 
stabilizing his deteriorating medical condition. 

On January 12, 2018, IHSC advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO’s medical condition had 
worsened. ERO Atlanta contacted CASTRO’s spouse, mother, and brother and advised them of 
his declining health condition. ERO Atlanta facilitated the family’s visit to CASTRO at PPMH 
at 1100 hours EST on January 13, 2018. 

On January 17, 2018, PPMH transported CASTRO by a medically equipped helicopter to the 
Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, FE as CASTRO requires a higher level of care than could be 
provided by PPMH. 

On January 20, 2018, GEO security staff advised ERO Atlanta that CASTRO’s family members 
refused to sign a Do Not Resuscitate Order. 

On January 20, 2018 and January 22, 2018, CASTRO’s family visited him at the Mayo Clinic in 
Jacksonville, FL. 

On January 22, 2018, IHSC reported that CASTRO’s is in critical condition and in a coma.

ICE detainee passes away 


ATLANTA - A Cuban national in the custody of U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
died Tuesday night at the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Yulio Castro-Garrido, 33, was transported Jan. 7 to Southwest Regional Medical Center (SWRMC) 
in Cuthbert, Ga. after ICE Health Service Corps (ISHC) medical personnel at the Stewart Detention 
Center (SDC) in Lumpkin, Ga. diagnosed him with pneumonia. 

After diagnosis, Mr. Castro initially resisted medical treatment which caused his condition to 
worsen. On Jan. 9, 1HSC staff coordinated the transfer of Castro to the Phoebe Putney Memorial 
Hospital (PPMH) in Albany, Ga. where he was placed on a ventilator to stabilize him. 

On Jan. 17, PPMH transported to the Mayo Clinic in Jacksonville for additional treatment. Mr.

Mr. Castro entered ICE custody on Nov. 24, following his transfer from the D. Ray James Federal 
Correctional Institute in Folkston, Ga. Castro was convicted Dec 8, 2016 of conspiracy to transport 
and move an undocumented alien within the United States by means of transportation and sentenced 
to a year and one day of confinement and three years of supervised probation. An immigration judge 
with the Executive Office for Immigration Review ordered Castro to be removed to Cuba Jan. 4; Mr. 
Castro waived his right to appeal. 

Mr. Castro is the second detainee to pass away in ICE custody in fiscal year 2018.
